In the 
London case red tape appeans to have 
been responsible for the denial of suc- 
cor to the man who took an Involun- 
tary hath in the icy waters of the 
river. 


Nothing in the testimony on the 


subject of the shivering unfortunate's 
reatnient indicated that there was 
ot plenty .ot room for him in which 
o get v,-arm and dry his clothes. 


The story came out In a police 
ourt, when a young 
laborer was 


barged with breaking a plate glass 
vlndow in the Salvation army shelter 


Whitechapel road. The accused- 


estifled that after he pulled himself 
at o£ the river he had applied at 
wo police stations for permission to 
have nig clotbes dried, and was re- 
erred to the casual ward A of. a hos- 
iltal, but an official there would not 
admit him because he had no order. 


It was then early on a December 


morning. According to the testimony 
if a night watchman at the Salvation 
army shelter, the prisoner had asked 
o be admitted 
there about four 


o'clock a. m. to dry his clothes. 


When the watchman told him to 


call again at'five o'clock, as it wag 
against the rules to admit anyone be-

toss,

the prisoner's story that he had been
